late the appearance of gout. 


It is an interesting fact th at 
during tho w sr when most of 
Germany w as put on a starva­ 
tion diet, cases of gout practic­ 
ally disappeared from the charity 
hospitals. 


Gout seldom appears 
in

gan, settling in Allegan county in 
the turbulent years

Commander Kelly attended the

The premier contends that ten
